! WEEK ENDING MAY 25, 1917. :

Island battar is gelting mote jplenti-
ful but there is a good ¢~mznd -~ :t.
Buttermakers should be careful to
wash out all the buttermilk as it gives
the butter a cheesy taste, Such butter
will be sold for cooking purposes and
the producer can not expect to get tep
prices. Put out a first vlass product
and get the best price.

Eggs have advanced to 50 cents a
dozen but even this price is very low
in comparison with the Zeed bill arnd
a great many people are going out of
the business. If the producers con-
tthue to sell their stock at the present
1ate it is safe to say that there will be
very few chickens or eggs next year.

The prices on green vegetables have
changed very little in the past week
but from sall reports there will be large
quantities for sale in the near future.
Cabbage is still bringing top prices.
Island Irish potatoes are coming in in
large quantities and the quality is bet-
ter than for several years, especially
those raised on this island. Sweet
potatoes are very scarce. The division
would like to hesr from all who have
sweet potatoes for sale.

Probably the best shipment of green
peas ever grown in the islands was
received by the division today from
Kula. They are of the Prince Edward
variety and much sweeter than the
California peas. Consumers should
certainly use these instead of canned
peas. Large quantities of these peas
could be grown in Kula and elsewhere
in the islands both for drying and
canning if the people would use them,

Limes are not so plentiful as last
week and the price has advanced
glightly. There has been no change
in the prices of dressed meats or hides.
The prices of feeds have dropped in
a few instances but not enough to
make a great deal of difference In the
feed bill. :

The division has just received
large shipment of field and garden
seeds and is now in a position to sup-
ply the growers with almost any quan-
tity of the standard varieties. This
seed was bought under a recent act of
the legislature and will be sold at cost
to all perrons applying for the same.
Price lists will be s~ to persons ap-
plying for the same. All orders must
be accompanied by post office money
order or check as no accounts will be
opened for seeds.

The recent advertising campaign to
eell surplus island produce direct to
the consumer has been fairly success-
ful but there are still a great many
island onions on the market which are
moving very slowly. The crop from
Haiku, Maui, is practically all in the
market but there are probably 15 tons
of No. 1 island Bermuda onfons on
the windward side of this island yet
to be marketed. Thece onions are
much larger d better cured than
those that came from Maul. &rom re-
cent experience with the Crystal Wax
onion the division would recommend
that this onfon be grown for home use
only as it is very hard to cure and
bruises easily in shipment.
